What Does SB 50 Mean for ‘Sensitive 
Communities?’ 








Fears of further displacement have dogged the controversial housing transit bill, which is up for another critical vote soon.

Nestled in a controversial hous- 
ing transit bill that would bring substan- 
tial change to state policy are a few 
mentions of “sensitive communities” 
that would have more time to prepare for 
the changes. 

Who exactly are these sensitive 
communities in San Francisco and 
what do they want from a bill like Sen- 
ate Bill 50? 

The bill, put forward by San Fran- 
cisco’s state Sen. Scott Wiener in 2018, 
proposes sweeping housing changes 
by requiring cities to approve dense 
development near transit and end 
single-family zoning restrictions state- 
wide. SB 50 sparked opposition from 
both wealthier suburban cities like 
Palo Alto, who fear changes to neigh- 
borhood character, and cities like San 
Francisco fearing the bill will accelerate 
already-devastating displacement of 
marginalized populations. 

Under the latest amendments in- 
troduced earlier this month, cities will 
get two years to come up with custom 
plans, provided those tailored re-zon- 


ing plans hit the same net housing 
goals SB 50 puts forth. 

Advocates for low-income commu- 
nities also pushed for provisions in the 
bill to account for the lack of resources 
in those areas. The bill now makes 
allowances for sensitive communities 
and potentially sensitive communities. 

If SB 50 passed, San Francisco 
would have until January 2023 to 
come up with its own plan to meet new 
housing and density guidelines. Po- 
tentially sensitive communities would 
have until July 2023, and sensitive 
communities would have until January 
2026: 

Sensitive communities in San Fran- 
cisco include most of the southern 
portion of San Francisco like Ingleside, 
Bayview Hunters Point, and Visitacion 
Valley, plus South of Market, parts of 
the Mission, Tenderloin, and China- 
town. 

Communities in other Bay Area 
counties were included in this amend- 
ment, and language was added to help 
define potentially sensitive commu- 
nities. 

The goal has remained the same 
since Wiener’s previous-but-failed

version, SB 827, but some specifics 
have changed as it gathers supporters 
like California YIMBY and California 
Community Economic Development 
Association. 

“This bill isn’t about good actors 
or bad actors,” Wiener tells SF Weekly. 
“This bill is about a need for millions 
of homes. We don’t want those mil- 
lions of homes to be sprawl — we 
want these homes to focus on jobs and 
transit.” 

But anti-displacement groups still 
feel that marginalized communities 
will bear the brunt of this vast policy 
shift — and haven't been heard along 
the way. 

While Wiener is working on provid- 
ing resources for communities to help 
develop re-zoning plans, groups like 
the San Francisco Tenants Union and 
PODER feel SB 50 places a dispropor- 
tionate amount of pressure on those 
communities. 

“The first issue is that why aren't 
sensitive communities at the table 
in helping to define what the policy 
should look like around sensitive com- 
munities?” says Charlie Sciammas, a 
lead community organizer with POD- 


ER, noting that the Excelsior stands 

to feel added rental pressure from SB 
50-related developments. “Just having 
a top-down approach where Sacramen- 
to is mandating a community planning 
process isn’t necessarily going to ad- 
dress the issue unless you're centering 
the voices of the community that are 
most vulnerable and impacted by these 
developments.” 

Deepa Varma, executive director 
of the San Francisco Tenants Union, 
agrees that the bill prioritizing mar- 
ket-rate housing is the wrong approach 
and that San Francisco voices — from 
Wiener’s own district — are lacking in 
the process. Varma, along with PODER 
and the Council of Community Hous- 
ing Organizations, seeks a blanket 
exemption to SB 50 for sensitive com- 
munities but Wiener wants to prevent 
other, wealthier neighborhoods from 
using it as a loophole in bad faith. 

SB 50’s latest version did change 
minds at Pacoima Beautiful, an envi- 
ronmental justice group in northern 
Los Angeles, after requiring that 40 
percent of affordable housing units — 
which are required for up to 25 percent 
of bill-related projects — prioritize 
residents within a half-mile radius. 

The Nonprofit Housing Association of 
Northern California and SPUR, both of 
which have offices in San Francisco, are 
in support. 

“It’s not the best path but it’s an 
important part of the path,” says SPUR 
Community Planning Policy Director 
Kristy Wang, clarifying that housing 
crisis solutions will require multiple 
approaches like preserving existing 
units and protecting tenants. “Realis- 
tically, if we’re going to meet the needs 
of all Californians, we’re going to need 
non-profit and profit housing develop- 
ers on this.” 

Wiener says that he’s heard re- 
peated opposition by the Board of 
Supervisors “loud and clear.” Some 
of the amendments called for have 
been incorporated and Wiener says he 
“couldn’t agree more” about requiring 
significant investment in transit. In 
response to the new amendments, Su- 
pervisor Gordon Mar said that SB 50

remains a giveaway to developers” and 


that San Francisco, sans Mayor Lon- 

don Breed, officially remains opposed. 
There’s consensus in San Francisco 

that more housing must be built state- 


wide, that building along transit is crit- 
ical to reducing emissions in the midst 
of a climate crisis, and that transit 
requires more investment. Anti-gentri- 
fication advocates have different ideas 
about how to get there. 

“It gets at the much-needed lack of 
housing built by the wealthiest towns 
in California but it unnecessarily drag- 
nets communities at the frontlines 
of displacement,” says Jackie Fielder, 

a democratic socialist activist who is 
running against Wiener for his seat. 
“We need density not just for density’s 
sake but we need density for equity’s 
sake.” 

Fielder instead proposes a $100 
billion California housing emergen- 
cy fund that would remove at least 
200,000 units from the speculative 
market 4 la Moms 4 Housing, build at 
least 100,000 publicly or non-profit 
owned affordable homes, and upgrade 
existing publicly-owned housing. It 
would build on the newly-implemented 
AB 1763 by Assemblymember David 
Chiu, who represents San Francisco, 
which eliminated density caps for 100 
percent affordable housing projects 
along with transit among other incen- 
tives. 

Wiener acknowledges that the 
bill could stand to have inclusionary 
housing requirements but that it will 
take more convincing statewide. In the 
meantime, he feels a push toward sig- 
nificant housing production can’t wait. 

“This bill has been a work in prog- 
ress for two years and it’s still a work 
in progress, Wiener says. “We've been 
open to new ideas and made numerous 
changes.” 

SB 50 recently moved from the 
Appropriations Committee, where it 
was shelved in 2019, but has until Jan. 
31 to make it out of the state Senate 
before being scrapped. If the Senate 
approves, more amendments may be 
made. 


SF Cannabis 
Report Spells 
Trouble for 
Retail Hopefuls

When it comes to sample sizes, 
we now have two years of data to analyze 
in determining what’s working — and 
what’s broken — in San Francisco's can- 
nabis industry. 

Last month, a review issued by the 
city’s Office of the Controller arguably 
gave the public the most comprehen- 
sive analysis to yet emerge on the 
subject. Mandated as a stipulation of 
cannabis ordinances passed by San 
Francisco’s Board of Supervisors in 
2017, the report was prepared by the 
Controller’s City Performance Team 
(CPT) and includes recommendations 
on matters ranging from equity to tax- 
es to public safety. 

One area of note in the 105-page

review concerns the backlog of equity 
applicants and a potential risk for an 

oversaturation of retail operations in 

the market. 

As of December, there were 212 
cannabis businesses currently permit- 
ted to operate in San Francisco and 
277 equity permit applications in the 
queue. Of the 212 permitted business- 
es, the report notes, “the actual num- 
ber currently operating is likely closer 
to 118.” Among them are 37 licensed 
cannabis retail storefront operators 
(which are permitted separately from 
delivery, cultivation, manufacturing, 
etc.). In each case, these 37 businesses 
were either previously medical dispen- 
saries or in the process of becoming 
one prior to the onset of Proposition 
64. 

While two equity candidates (Bern- 
ers on Haight and the Castro’s Eureka 
Sky) have been approved since the CPT 
review was released, 
concerns in the report 
over how to alleviate 
a backlog of nearly 
300 equity applicants 
remain entirely valid. 
Despite the fact that 
equity permits are the 
only type of cannabis 
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permit currently allowed 


to be issued by the city, Y

question how there can possibly be a 
positive outcome for the 133 appli- 
cations (of 277 total) hoping to open 
retail establishments. 

“There is such a high number of 
storefront retail applications,” the 
review states, “that this activity may 
not be viable for many of these equity 
applicants, who may be expending 
resources to reach a market that may 
already be saturated.” 

If 73 percent of the equity appli- 
cations San Francisco has received 
all indicate storefront retail as an 
intended activity of their business, 
there’s simply not enough space — or 
business, quite probably — to sustain 
even a fraction of the dispensaries still 
hoping to open their doors to the city 
in the next few years. By comparison, 
only 17 percent of applications are tar- 
geting manufacturing permits, while 0 
percent are seeking permits for 
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testing laboratories. 

In response, the CPT makes several 
recommendations to the Board, in- 
cluding considering a “moratorium on 
new storefront retail applications” and 
“offering incentives to change pending 
storefront retail applications to other 
business activities.” The report further 
concludes that the current average eq- 
uity applicant can expect to wait 18-24 
months before receiving a permit — a 
period of time during which they are 
actively hemorrhaging funds while 
awaiting permission to operate. 

Thus, it likely comes as little sur- 
prise to learn that in order to cover 
costs during the wait, “many equity 
applicants are incurring debt and/ 
or selling ownership shares in their 
business to investors who can provide 
capital.” This is how bigger players are 
“skipping the line” so to speak: fund- 

ing equity applicants who would 
otherwise be forced to throw in 

the towel as a means of gaining 

an ownership stake. 

“This is currently the prima- 
ry mechanism by which large 
investors/companies are enter- 
ing the cannabis market,” the 
report says. “Equity applicants 
who do not receive external 
financial backing are the least 
likely to be able to float their 
business location costs through

the lengthy application process.” 

To fix this issue — which stands in 
stark contrast to equity’s true intent 
— the CPT recommends the Board (as 
well as the Mayor and City Attorney’s 
Office) utilize San Francisco’s Com- 
munity Reinvestment Fund to provide 
technical and financial assistance — 
such as no-interest loans, grants, and 
viable banking options — to equity 
applicants. 

Meanwhile, the city’s existing can- 
nabis businesses weathered a 16 per- 
cent decrease in taxable cannabis sales 
between Q2 2018 and Q1 2019, falling 
from $61 million to $51 million. CPT’s 
solution is a bit vaguer for this matter, 
encouraging San Francisco officials 
to “adopt strategies and investments, 
where required, to halt the illicit can- 
nabis market.” Strategies like lowering 
taxes, perhaps? 

Overall, it appears that an urgent 
solution to ease stress on the pipeline 
of equity applicants as well as better 
education and incentives to pursue 
non-retail cannabis permits will be two 
of the top cannabis tasks facing the 
Board of Supervisors. Whatever they 
decide, it’s clear there are still many 
miles left to go if they hope to success- 
fully shepherd San Francisco through 
its early years of adult-use sales and 
growing pains. 
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Understanding 
your lease 
agreement

This week’s question comes from a con- 
cerned parent in south Marin, who 
asks, 


Q: “My daughter and four roommates 
have lived in a two-bedroom apartment 
in San Francisco for the past two years. 
When they first moved in, they agreed 
with the landlord that they would be 
billed monthly for the water bill. It did 
not say so in the lease, however. As the 
year went on, they were never billed 
even though they asked him repeatedly 
for it via email. Now, two years later, he 
is demanding the racked-up $1,000+ 
water bill for August 2017 through July 
2018 to be paid with their rent check 
for June 1st. Is this legal? How should 
they handle this situation?” 


A: Dear Concerned Parent, It is difficult 
to answer this question without the 
benefit of reviewing the lease docu- 


ment. However, I will answer generally 
with my understanding drawn from 
seeing numerous lease agreements as 
both a renter and landlord. 


The rental of an apartment is a 
contractual arrangement, comprising 
a landlord’s offer to lease under spe- 
cific terms and a tenant’s acceptance 
of those terms. California Civil Code 
§ 1941.1(a)(3) dictates that the land- 
lord bears responsibility to render an 
apartment habitable by providing wa- 
ter facilities meeting specific regula- 
tory criteria. Generally, a lease agree- 
ment includes provisions pertaining 
to payment for utilities provided, so 
I would first suggest that you look at 
the lease to see what, if anything, it 
says about utilities and which party 
bears the expense for them. 


Next, you should look toward the 
end of the lease agreement to see if 
it has an “merger” or “integration” 
clause, which would look something 
like this: “This Agreement contains 
the entire agreement between the 
Parties to this Agreement and super- 
sedes any and all prior agreements, 
understandings, representations, 
and statements between the Parties, 
whether oral or written, and wheth- 
er by a Party or such Party’s legal 
counsel. The Parties are entering into 
this Agreement based solely on the 
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representations and warranties here- 
in and not based on any promises, 
representations, and/or warranties 
not found herein. No modification, 
waiver, amendment, discharge, or 
change of this Agreement shall be 
valid unless the same is in writing.” 
These types of clauses are standard 
in most contracts, including lease 
agreements, and indicate the parties’ 
agreement that the contract’s only 
enforceable provisions are those set 
forth within the “four corners” of the 
document, including any addendums 
or modifications signed by all con- 
tracting parties. 


Therefore, if your daughter’s lease 
agreement includes a merger clause 
and does not include any specific pro- 
vision for water payments, she can 
make a strong argument that any oral 
agreement to pay water bills, outside 
the four corners of the lease, is unen- 
forceable. 


If the lease document contains no 
merger clause, however, the landlord 
could argue that an oral contract ex- 
isted requiring the tenants to pay for 
water on a monthly basis and point 
to the roommates’ emails asking for 
the water bills to demonstrate the 
nature, existence, and/or terms of 
that contract. In this scenario, your 
daughter could still raise a “waiver 


of rights” defense to the landlord’s 
claim. Parties to a contract may waive 
certain contractual rights by not act- 
ing upon them. Here, your daughter 
could argue that her landlord, having 
not presented any monthly bills in 
the past two years, has waived any 
right to demand payment for that 
bill now. 


Your daughter could bolster this 
waiver argument by citing to Cali- 
fornia Civil Code § 1954.205, Bill for 
water service; calculation; inclusion 
of other lawful charges, which sets 
forth the law regarding landlords 
billing for water services. The follow- 
ing relevant parts would apply here: 
“(a) As part of the regular bill for 
water service, a landlord shall only 
bill a tenant for the following water 
service: (1) A charge for volumetric 
usage, which may be calculated in any 
the following ways: (A) The amount 
shall be calculated by first determin- 
ing the proportion of the tenant’s 
usage, as shown by the submeter, to 
the total usage as shown by the water 
purveyor’s billing. The dollar amount 
billed to the tenant for usage shall be 
in that same proportion to the dollar 
amount for usage shown by the water 
purveyor’s billing. .. . (a) Submeters 
shall be read within three days of the 
same point in each billing cycle. (b) 
Payments shall be due at the same 


point in each billing cycle.” If your 
daughter can show that her landlord 
failed to read the submeters (if any) 
regularly and provide the bill as re- 
quired, this evidence would further 
substantiate an argument that he 
waived his contractual right to de- 
mand payment of the water bills.

Steps of Escaped Slaves 


Anew exhibit at SFMOMA features Bey's career as an artist.

From the beginning of his 
photographic work in the 1970s, when 
Dawoud Bey spent time with Harlem res- 
idents in their neighborhood spaces, to 
his more recent work when Bey hiked 
through the same Ohio pathways that 
escaped slaves once traipsed, Bey has un- 
dertaken projects that bring him face to 
face with the unknown. 

The Harlem residents were un- 
known photographically — at least in 
mainstream art circles, which generally 
ignored the African-American bar- 
bers, mothers, students, and others 
who bonded with Bey during his early 
pursuit of photography. And the exact 
routes of freedom-seeking slaves in 
Ohio are still unknown — leading Bey 
to make moody, atmospheric photos 
of scenes that suggest scenes that run- 
away African-American slaves beheld 
on their route to Canada and an un- 


known future. 

SFMOMA’ss retrospective of Bey’s 
career, ‘Dawoud Bey: An American 
Project,” situates Bey’s photographs 
into the tradition of U.S. photogra- 
phers like Robert Frank and Walker 
Evans, whose photographic projects 
revealed a different side of America 
—a side that was there all along but 
required someone who was curious, 
inspired, and bold enough to dispel 
traditional approaches to the medium. 
In Bey’s case, that means exploring the 
lives and histories of black America 
or other subjects that are underrepre- 
sented in popular media. People often 
look straight into Bey’s camera and, by 
extension, at the museum-goers. But 
even in a project like “Night Coming 
Tenderly, Black” — Ohio scenes that 
evoke 19th-century slave routes and 
the American Antebellum — Bey’s 
camera reveals sights (and sites) that 
stare back at us. Bey tells SF Weekly

is at its core an “imagining” of places 
that have special significance — and 
that, at one point, gave him the feeling 
he'd found an exact spot where fleeing 
slaves had once been. 

“The project is not a documentation 
of Underground Railroad sites, since 
of necessity those sites and locations 
were never known,’ Bey says in an 
email interview. “Rather, they are an 
imagining of the path taken by an es- 
caped slave making their way through 
the Northeastern Ohio landscape 
towards Lake Erie and then on to free- 
dom in Canada. Starting with the few 
known Underground Railroad stations 
that I was able to research, I photo- 
graphed the landscape in proximity to 
those locations, trying to look at them 
as different kinds of terrains to be 
negotiated in making an escape under 
cover of darkness. So the photographs 
are an act of informed imagination. 
The only time I did feel an actual palpa- 
ble presence was when I was standing 


on a bluff overlooking Lake Erie. The 
clear sense of presence suggested to 
me that unlike the other sites where | 
had been photographing, this was an 
actual site.” 

Bey, a Queens, New York native 
who was named a MacArthur “Ge- 
nius” fellow in 2017, has a Master of 
Fine Arts from Yale and is professor 
of art at Columbia College Chicago. 
SFMOMA is calling the exhibit Bey’s 
“first full career retrospective in 25 
years, though it’s Bey’s third retro- 
spective in that period. (The first was 
in 1995 by the Walker Art Center in 
Minneapolis, and the second was in 
2012, organized by The Renaissance 
Society at the University of Chicago.) 
SFMOMA co-organized the exhibit 
with New York’s Whitney Museum of 
American Art, and it will travel there 
and also Atlanta’s High Museum of 
Art. 

“Retrospectives are totally un- 
nerving affairs,” Bey tells SF Weekly. 
“It kind of demands that you stop 
and look back at a moment when all 
you probably want to do is to focus 
on the work in front of you, the 
work you are doing now. It’s a ‘taking 
stock’ moment while you're still in 
the midst of producing work. And 
when it’s a traveling retrospective 
like this one is, you have the oppor- 
tunity to be pulled back each time 
it opens at another museum. So it’s 
unsettling.” 

But, he adds, that unsettling is 
balanced by his deep connection to 
SFMOMA and San Francisco. 

“At the same time,” he says, “it’s 
what an artist hopes for: to have an 
opportunity to have the broad sweep 
of your work presented in a way that 
the development of your ideas and 
work is given serious consideration 
and display. SFMOMA is one of my 
favorite museums... So I’m thrilled 
that my work will now occupy that 
space.”

New Year, New Visions 





A pair of musical eccentrics from alternate universes kick 2020 into gear.

The new year is well underway, 
with many resolutions already aban- 
doned or forgotten in its wake. 

Live music, however, is a bit slower 
on the uptake — this is still touring 
musicians’ mud season, the season of 
festival lineup announcements, not the 
events themselves. 

Nevertheless, the Bay Area is 
inordinately blessed with both mild 
winters and a healthy winter concert 
schedule. And this season brings our 
strange region a particularly exciting 
pair of musical eccentrics, aesthetically 
divergent but remarkably alike in their 
commitment to their uncompromis- 
ing, proudly left-of-center musical 
visions. 

The first of the two is Charlotte 
Adigéry, set to make her Bay Area de- 
but at Rickshaw Stop on Feb. 13. Born 
in France and raised in Belgium by her 
Martinique-born mother (to whom 
Adigéry credits her sense of both mu- 
sicianship and humor), Adigéry began 
her career under the moniker WWWa- 
ter with stripped-bare electropop that 
situated her crystalline voice firmly 
and beautifully at the center. 

That said, Adigéry has made the 
biggest waves thus far under her own 
name, and with a little help from Ste- 
phen and David Dewaele of Soulwax 
and 2manydjs. The brothers initially 
booked Adigéry for an acting gig, 
which abruptly stopped being an acting 
gig once the Dewaeles heard the sound 
of Adigéry’s actual voice. She’s now 
signed to their label. 

Unsurprisingly, the Dewaele broth- 
ers co-produced Adigéry’s most recent 
EP (and second under her given name), 
the well-received and thoroughly irre- 
sistible Zandoli, a dizzying collection of 
globe-trotting, high-octane dance mu- 
sic drawing heavily on Caribbean mu- 
sical traditions and language. Opening 
track “Paténipat” creates a mantra out 
of the Creole mnemonic zandoli pa té ni 
pat, which translates to “the gecko has 
no legs.” 

This early in her career, it’s already 
apparent that Adigéry’s artistry is 
mutable, rarely affixing itself to a sin- 
gle concept or sound. Following the 
release of Zandoli she dropped “Yin 
Yang Self-Meditation,” a 17-and-a-half 
minute, ASMR-inspired cut that begins 
like a meditation tape but devolves 


into a meandering (and anxiety-induc- 
ing) interior monologue ruminating on 
Adigéry’s childhood, her “hybrid Flem- 
ish-American accent,” her relationship 
with her father, dieting and gaining 
weight, her experiences with racism, 
and maintaining her own personal 
space (among many other subjects and 
observations). 

Performing at Bottom of the Hill 
mere days later on Feb. 19, but op- 
erating with a completely different 
approach to just about everything, is 
Sydney, Australia-based pop songwrit- 
er Donny Benét. The son of celebrated 
Italian disco accordionist Antonio 
Giacomelli Benét (who reportedly took 
it personally when his son chose the 
synthesizer over the accordion as his 
instrument of choice), Benét cut his 
teeth playing Tom Jones covers and 
disco classics at a hotel ballroom in Las 
Vegas. Yes, seriously. 

Upon returning to Sydney, Benét 
emerged as a shockingly sincere one- 
man post-disco revivalist. At first, 
Benét’s work seems like an elaborate 
joke: the schlocky synths, the Miami 
Vice color palette (in full force on the 
cover of his 2018 album The Don), the 
songs about Santorini and Rome, the 
porn star mustache, the touring band 
he dubbed The Donny Benét Show 
Band. It’s all steeped in retro sleaze, 
suspended between the last days of the 
8-track and the dawn of MTV. 

But here’s the catch: Benét isn’t 
committed to the bit, however elabo- 
rate, because there is no bit. It’s not a 
joke. Benét is overwhelmingly sincere 
in his admiration of early ’80s synth- 
pop, and that’s his entire motivation as 
a songwriter. Such sincerity is initially 
suspect, then it’s disarming, and then 
it’s charming. (If you like what you 
hear, you'll find a kindred retro synth- 
pop spirit in Part Time, playing The 
Chapel on Feb. 17.) 

In other words, what mud season?

It’s tempting to highlight the big- 
ger ticket shows coming this season:

Center or Best Coast in Berkeley. But 
it would do a disservice to the influx 
of smaller talent flooding our foggy 
shores, including Y La Bamba, the 
bilingual folk songwriting project led 
by Luz Elena Mendoza. Rooted in both 
Mexican and American folk music 
traditions and rhythms, Y La Bamba’s 
approach is personal in its emotionali- 
ty but era- and culture-spanning in its 
delivery. And Mendoza is only getting 
more adventurous: Recent EP Entre 
Los Dos flits from ’60s-style love song 
sweetness to disjointed, atonal post- 
punk without losing a beat.

Robyn Hitchcock

At 66, Robyn Hitchcock has finally 
achieved cult figure status. First as the 
frontman of The Soft Boys (“I Wanna 
Destroy You,” from 1980’s Underwater 
Moonlight must be approaching im- 
mortality by now) and then as a prolif- 
ic solo artist, Hitchcock has amassed a 
catalog of quintessentially British rock 
music chock-full of surreal imagery 
and made collaborators out of R.E.M.’s 
Peter Buck, Led Zeppelin’s John Paul 
Jones, and Gillian Welch. During his 
Bay Area appearance, Hitchcock will 
play his fantastic 1990 album Eye 
from start to finish and celebrate his 
67th birthday. Many happy returns, 
et cetera. 


Amanda Shires 
Friday, March 13, Slim’s 

In addition to being a gifted coun- 
try artist in her own right, Nashville 
songwriter and violinist Amanda 
Shires is overwhelmingly generous 
with her talent. She has collaborated 
with country legend (and national 
treasure) John Prine, she’s a regular 
in The 400 Unit (a.k.a. Jason Isbell’s 
backing band), and she’s one-quarter 
of The Highwomen (the all-women 
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Courtesy of Primary Talent International 


supergroup also featuring Maren Mor- 
ris, Brandi Carlile, and Natalie Hemby 
responsible for one of 2019's finest 
country records). Amidst the ongoing 
upending of Nashville and the notori- 
ously stodgy country music industry, 
Shires is a guiding light pointing to- 
ward what country in this century can 


— and should — be. 


The Growlers 
Saturday, March 21, The Warfield 

It’s easy to have a soft spot for The 
Growlers, the scrappy Costa Mesa up- 
starts who found its garage-meets-surf 
rock sound early and became demi- 
gods for an entire cohort of disaffected 
teenagers with subculture-defining 
records Hung at Heart and Chinese 
Fountain. Last year the band released 
Natural Affair, a not-altogether con- 
fident or focused callback to their 
earlier sound after 2016's excellent 
and ABBA-influenced City Club. All the 
same, The Growlers are a blast live (as 
evidenced by the band’s sold-out four- 
night residency at the Independent in 
2017), and we would be remiss to sug- 
gest otherwise.

From the start of Diao Yinan’s 
crime noir, it’s clear that the movie is 
destined for a sad ending. The rain pours 
in the first few minutes of The Wild Goose 
Lake. It comes down like a constant shat- 
tering, so much so that it’s almost diffi- 
cult to discern Zhou Zenong (Hu Ge) and 
Liu Aiai (Gwei Lun-mei)’s hushed voices 
amid the rainfall. 

Zhou is a gangster who wants to 
help his estranged wife out, so he 
hatches a plan that ends with her 
getting a bunch of reward money for 
turning him over to the police. In order 
to pull off his delicate scheme — the 
police can’t catch him too soon, or his 
wife won't get the money, and the mob 
is also after him — he enlists the aid of 
Liu, a “bathing beauty” (a sex worker 
who works by the lake). 

If a film’s fate is already known 
from the start, then the director needs 











to figure out a way to keep the sus- 
pense alive. Some of this comes across 
in brief moments of macabre humor: 
When a group of gangsters hold an un- 
derground meeting in Wuhan, a fight 
breaks out; The Wild Goose Lake splices 
together clips of crotch-grabbing, 
leg-twisting, chair-breaking madness, 
all set to a steady, non-diegetic drum 
beat. Some of the sustained drama 
comes across in just pure horror: A 
man is decapitated after accidentally 
driving his motorcycle headfirst into a 
long blade, while his necklace is caught 
on the knife, still gently swinging af- 
ter his head is lopped off. At another 
point, someone spears a clear umbrella 
through another person’s gut, opening 
it to reveal the blood splatter on its 
plastic. The Wild Goose Lake carries the 
kind of imagination that taps into ter- 
rifying, violent possibilities. 

But a key player in The Wild Goose 
Lake’s suspense is the paranoia-driven 


sound editing. Gunshots, or sounds 
that imitate gunshots, serve as audito- 
ry motifs throughout the film, ringing 
out when you least expect it, constant- 
ly making you unsure if it’s gunfire, 

or a child kicking a soccer ball. Gwei 
depicts the anxiety with vividness, her 
stellar face-acting articulating much of 
what the audience feels in these tense 
moments and quiet chases. Gwei’s act- 
ing, paired with steadily moving cam- 
era shots and moodily colored lighting, 
render a strong emotional core to The 
Wild Goose Lake. 

Diao’s noir is always in a state of 
disquiet. It’s also a little bit bizarre at 
times, inserting props that become 
peculiar from their situations: dozens 
of light-up shoes on disguised cops, a 
harsh light shines on a tiger’s shocked 
face, a closeup reveals a knife hidden 
in a wad of cash. It’s little pieces like 
these that add to the haunting, appre- 
hensive air of The Wild Goose Lake.

Seeing The Wild Goose Lake as part 
of San Francisco’s Independent Film 
Festival is also a rare chance to hear 
the Wuhan dialect in an American the- 
ater. Hu, Gwei, and many of the other 
main actors aren't native speakers 
of the dialect. They had to study for 
months with a coach before shooting. 

Watching The Wild Goose Lake is 
also surprising for other larger political 
reasons. It’s a pretty explicit critique of 
police in China, something that Clar- 
ence Tsui of the South China Morning 
Post pointed out when it first screened 
at the 2019 Cannes Film Festival — 
the only Chinese language film to com- 
pete in the prestigious festival for that 
year. Given the country’s censorship 
laws, Tsui argues, it’s just surprising 
that such a film could have come to 
fruition.

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New Waves |s a Funny, Biting Critique of 
Tech Culture

At the start of New Waves, a 
recently fired programmer and under- 
paid customer service representative rail 
against the tech company they (used to) 
work at. They drink, they curse, they 
plan a heist to steal Nimbus’ data — the 
ultimate “fuck you.” By the end of the 
first chapter, Margo, the software engi- 
neering genius behind the operation, is 
dead. Her accomplice, Lucas, is sent 
slowly sinking into the aftermath of 
what they’ve done. 

This is Kevin Nguyen’s debut novel. 
You might recognize Nguyen’s name 
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as Verge’s features editor, or from 
his prolific Twitter that embodies 
the meme-happy soul of the cynical, 
self-deprecating millennial generation, 
or from the legions of Asian fuckboy 
memes (of which he has no relation 
to — “gen z asian twitter is going to be 
the death of me,” he tweeted in discov- 
ery of the coincidence). His self-desig- 
nated theme song is an ’80s city pop 
tune called “Plastic Love” by Mariya 
Takeuchi, and his first book has made 
it on most-anticipated lists at Vulture, 
Entertainment Weekly, and now here. 
Nguyen is funny — I spent half an 
hour giggling at my desk in our open 
office space just scrolling through his 
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Twitter (“It’s... research!” I justified 
to myself). It’s a quality that comes 
across when Nguyen calmly eviscerates 
a company’s see-through attempts 
at creating a “fun” workplace despite 
its less than moral attitudes. No 
matter how many nerf guns or free 
snacks they can try to throw at their 
employees, it doesn’t change the fact 
that Margo was fired for not being a 
good “culture fit,” which Margo and 
Lucas both know is just coded racism 
wrapped up in unnerving politeness. 
New Waves often talks about rac- 
ism within tech culture and white 
liberalism. Its first conversation is 
literally Margo and Lucas airing their 


grievances about the microaggressions 
they face as a Black woman and an 
Asian-American, respectively. But its 
most graceful discussions about race 
come as the novel progresses. Nguyen 
will drop sage revelations with rever- 
bating power, commenting on how 
workplace racism doesn’t manifest in 
clearly reportable actions, or how for 
some reason within Asian cuisine, Jap- 
anese food is the only type Americans 
are willing to pay hefty prices for. 

New Waves also contemplates grief 
with the same kind of clarity. So much 
of social media is a mess of contradic- 
tions: a combination of small legacies 
through tweets, posts, comments, 
and private messages that get lost in 
avalanching content, its sheer mass 
lending itself ephemerality. Mourn- 
ing in the internet era requires you 
to re-evaluate that process. As Lucas 
sifts through Margo’s old forum posts, 
messages, and Facebook posts, he has 
to re-grapple with the fact that Mar- 
go is dead, even though her internet 
presence makes her feel alive. Does 
digital immortality count if there’s no 
one to see it? Dealing with loss in the 
21st Century is confusion, it’s devasta- 
tion, and it’s hope. It’s simultaneously 
painful and illuminating — sometimes 
unnecessarily so.

over the last nineteen years, his newest body 
of work exploits extreme data deficiency as a 
means of engaging primal pathways of com- 
prehension.

The Minimalism and Maximatism of Alt 


Dadgar 


The Berkeley-based Iranian artist’s work explores “brokeness.”

Dark humor is an Ali Dadgar 
trademark, so his new San Francisco art 
exhibit is full of it — but if you're looking 
for a source of that humor, you have to 
go back four decades to Dadgar’s native 
country. In 1979, when Dadgar was a 
teenager, Iran was convulsing politically 
and culturally, and the revolutionary 
government imposed new norms 
through the country’s currency, when it 
used the old regime’s paper bills but — 
hastily and surreally — printed dark de- 
signs over the Shah of Iran’s face. On 
some bills, they simply put an “x” over 
the Shah’s portrait, circulating currency 
that seemed straight from a George Or- 
well novel. 

“The currency still worked, and that 
was so exciting to me — for this visual 
experience that carries this tremen- 
dous amount of political power and 
economical power,” Dadgar tells SF 
Weekly, standing in his exhibit at the 
California Institute of Integral Studies’ 
Desai | Matta Gallery. “I’ve always 
been fascinated by shifting the access 
of content and the platform that de- 
signed to prevail that information and 
value. To me, that shift is everything. 
It appears in different forms even in 
aesthetics of art — where the break in 
the history of art has created move- 
ments or brokenness. I’m all about

brokenness.” 

Yes he is. Which is why “Ali Dad- 
gar: Additions/Redactions” features 
ephemera — maps, photos, news- 
papers, and book pages — that are 
broken up with whited-out passages, 
painted-over sections, and other paint- 
erly obfuscation. It’s not obfuscation 
for obfuscation’s sake but obfuscation 
as a portal toward subtle, sometimes 
funny connections. One example: 
Dadgar reconfigured a 2007 New York 
Times arts section that reduced hun- 
dreds of words from its front-page 
movie review to just three disparate 
ones: “War. On. Ambiguity.” 

Dadgar’s minimalism makes a 
major lament about the state of the 
world — including the United States, 
where redacted material in the Muel- 
ler Report and other government 
publications have become fodder for 
public debate about White House 
criminality and foreign influence on 
domestic politics. But Dadgar’s exhibit 
also highlights another art aesthetic 
(call it Maximalism) where he stuffs a 
canvas with cascades of paint, shapes, 
people, and wording, including oodles 
of Farsi script — as in No Redemption, 
a fantastical mélange that has a boyish 
devilish-looking angel urinating above 
another similar angel. A plane and 
insects fly overhead in a nighttime 
scene of red, yellow, white, and brown 
that might as well be Dadgar’s version 


of Dante’s Inferno — this one with a 
theme of war, revolution, and displace- 
ment that also features the words of 
the celebrated Persian poet Rumi and 
the words of the deceased Iranian pres- 
ident Ali Akbar Hashemi Rafsanjani, 
who criticized Iranians (like Dadgar) 
who live outside Iran. 

“There’s an overt element of over- 
doing a piece until it breaks visually for 
me, Dadgar says. “And then (on an- 
other piece) I'll redact and take content 
away until it totally shifts and becomes 
something else — where it’s visually el- 
evated and, in the realm of the ephem- 
eral, it becomes spiritual for me.” 

This uplift into spirituality or ascent 
into brokenness happens in Dadgar’s 
Oakland studio, and there’s nothing 
truly overt in “Ali Dadgar: Additions/ 
Redactions” that says the works — 
done over the past 2-3 years — have 
a political bent. Even a painting like 
Non-Native Manimal, which is centered 
on an image of a ram with a man’s face 
and hints at Dadgar’s existence as a 
hyphenated American with roots in 
Iran and the United States — where 
he’s lived for decades — is artistic and 
cultural slapstick, not political shtick. 
(“Man” in Farsi means “me,” so there’s 
that play on words.) But Dadgar knows 
that visitors to the Desai | Matta 
Gallery will bring their own ideas to 
the exhibit, and Iran has been in the 
headlines for weeks because of the U.S. 
drone killing in Baghdad of Qassim Su- 
leimani, Iran’s most important general, 
and the subsequent doings around 
military actions, including Iran’s mis- 
taken downing of a Ukrainian passen- 
ger plane. When asked by SF Weekly if 
there are political undertones to his 
exhibit, Dadgar doesn’t hesitate — but 
with a caveat. 

“Absolutely,” he says, “but it’s not a 
level of [direct political] engagement, 
which is linear. That’s a whole different 
agenda and it’s not about humanity. 
And ’'m more interested in a different 
way of having an exchange ... People 
will see the name ‘Iran’ here, but let 
me put it this way: I have a beard and 
a shaved head. Maybe there’s a person 
who looks exactly like me and we’re 
at the airport, at security. My name is 
‘Ali, his name is ‘Robert.’ Already the 
context has shifted. There are going 
to be two very different results from 


these identical guys — one will be 
presumed as a hipster and a skinny 
beer-drinking guy from San Francisco; 
the other is going to be this Iranian 
guy with a beard, and suddenly my 
beard has a whole different meaning!” 

Dadgar visited Iran in 2018 for the 
first time in four decades, and says 
he may open an art studio there so 
he can practice art-making in Tehran 
each year for a bit. But Dadgar is firmly 
entrenched in the Bay Area. He has 
an undergraduate degree from the 
California College of Arts and Crafts 
and an MFA in Art Practice from UC 
Berkeley, and it’s here that Dadgar 
can make art that subverts traditional 
Persian art-making — as with his Self 
Orientalization Series, which are tall 
paintings that are take-offs of Persian 
miniatures. Their life-size, angular di- 
mensions are an almost absurd oppo- 
site of the prized miniature paintings 
that first appeared in Persian art circles 
more than 700 years ago. But there’s 
another absurd level about them — at 
least to Dadgar, who points out the 
paintings’ deliberate imperfections, as 
with the dripped paint that lines the 
figures’ faces and the scenes’ seemingly 
damaged backgrounds. These lines and 
damage subvert and “break” the genre, 
he says, playing with traditional paint- 
ings that beautify and exoticize their 
Persian subjects. 

So the Self Orientalization Series 
reflects the “additions” in the exhibit’s 
title. One of the Self Orientalization 
Series features two conjoined people 
— their arms around each other as 
they embrace while wearing the same 
rose-colored kaftan. Their genders are 
unclear. Their relationship is unclear. 
Much about the work is ambiguous. So 
if there’s indeed a war on ambiguity, as 
Dadgar proclaims in his redacted art- 
work, it’s clear which side Dadgar is on. 
His art isn’t resolving any questions. 
No. It’s asking even more questions, 
inviting people to come to their own 
conclusions, as with the “redacted Per- 
sian rug” that’s in the exhibit. As Dad- 
gar says about his redacted New York 
Times’ section: “Ninety-five percent is 
left to the viewer, but Ialso leave... a 
playfulness behind. It’s a darker humor 
rather than purely comical. Because 
there’s also a commentary about this 
unacceptable reality.” 


A Hominin Takes a Selfie: Elis- 
abeth Daynés’ sculptures of people 
and other figures are so realistic that 
they’re almost frightening. So Daynés’ 
“Find Yourself” exhibit at 836M Gal- 
lery is a must-see for the cell-phone 
culture on display — especially the 
sculpture that Daynés did of the homi- 
nin Australopithecus afarensis known as 
“Lucy,” which was discovered in Ethi- 
opia in the 1970s and is believed to 
be 3 million years old. At 836M, Lucy 
is almost alive — and she’s taking her 
own photo with an iPhone. Daynés cri- 
tique of cell-phone culture makes the 
practice almost seem dystopian. Ina 
way that Alfred Hitchcock would have 
appreciated, the French artist takes a 
seemingly simple scene and turns it 
into something bigger — beautiful, 
yes, but maybe even sinister. 


Last Days for Michael Jang Ex- 
hibit: Photographer Michael Jang’s 
retrospective at the McEvoy Founda- 
tion for the Arts, “Michael Jang’s Cal- 
ifornia,” runs through this Saturday, 
Jan. 18, when — at 3 p.m. - Jang will 
talk to curator Sandra S. Phillips and 
Nion McEvoy, founder of the McEvoy 
Foundation for the Arts. The conver- 
sation (which is at seating capacity for 
now) promises to be thoughtful and to 
touch on Jang’s influences, including 
that of Diane Arbus, Lee Friedlander, 
and Garry Winogrand — whose work 
is on display alongside Jang’s.

When a visitor arrives at a suburban 
family home in Pier Paolo Pasolini’s film 
Teorema (1968), he disturbs the psychic 
landscape of the household. Sent by a 
bellicose god or a gleeful devil, the 
stranger is an agent of change who shat- 
ters their routines and inhibitions. He’s 
an antidote to the ennui that permeates 
their comfortable, staid lives. 

But there are consequences, not 
all of them good, as they accept or 
acquiesce to their newfound states of 
liberation. 

With How to Transcend a Happy 
Marriage, the playwright Sarah Ruhl 
offers a less astringent variation on 
the same theme. Her stranger, Pip 
(Fenner), is involved in a polyamorous 
thruple, or “triad” as the three of them 
like to call it. In her version of the fa- 
ble, Ruhl rearranges the players so that 
Pip and her lovers are at the periphery 
of the story. Because Pip’s not the 
protagonist, the character retains the 
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right amount of mystery. The narrator, 
however, is a much less exotic and yet 
a surprisingly unreliable narrator. 

George (Karen Offereins) is a wife 
and mother who doesn’t seem bored, 
unhappy, or entirely dissatisfied with 
her life. This is a distinct and radical 
departure from a theatrical genre that 
coalesced in plays like Ibsen’s A Doll’s 
House and Hedda Gabler. His protag- 
onists, and their dramatic progeny, 
made decisions from their straitened 
circumstances. Trapped with men they 
could no longer love, or never had in 
the first place, these women could only 
empower themselves by leaving their 
traditional roles in society. And, as of- 
ten as not, with tragic endings. 

But George — short for Georgia 
— loves Paul (Matt Weimer) and their 
two children. There aren’t any obvious 
signs of dysfunction or marital strife. 
The faultline in Transcend opens up 
casually at a dinner party. George and 
Paul are with Jane (Hilary Hesse) and 
Michael (Malcolm Rodgers), their best 
friends. After they’ve all had a few 
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glasses of wine, Jane mentions Pip for 
the first time. Pip’s a new temp at her 
office and she’s gleaned fascinating tid- 
bits about her life. What intrigues Jane 
also intrigues everyone else. 

For starters, Pip slaughters a goat 
once a year so that she can eat meat 
ethically. Pip notes, unironically, that 
the meat of one dead goat will last 
through the winter. As a chronicler of 
contemporary mores, Ruhl gets to have 
her cake (or goat in this case) and eat 
it too. The four main characters are ed- 
ucated, employed, and firmly planted 
in the middle class (money problems 
only come up once in passing). Con- 
versationally, they can run with an 
idea like what it would mean to kill 
their own meat. But they also distance 
themselves from Pip by joking about 
her unconventionality. 

Jane’s tastiest morsel of office gos- 
sip though is that Pip’s in a committed 
relationship with two men. Everyone 
in the room begins to riff on the tit- 
illating idea. What would it be like? 
Would they prefer two men or two

women? Wouldn't it be exhausting? 
George is so curious about Pip and her 
paramours that she suggests inviting 
them over as guests for a New Year’s 
Eve party. Ruhl wants to disrupt these 
bourgeois couples with a riot of bohe- 
mian energies. 

Because George is motivated by a 
benign sense of curiosity, and not by 
existential angst, regret, or some child- 
hood trauma, Ruhl allows for a less 
devastating set of outcomes. ‘The play- 
wright isn’t interested in punishing her 
ordinary cast of characters for wanting 
to explore their libidos or for question- 
ing the entrenched idea of monogamy. 
Ruhl finishes the thought that Paul 
Mazursky begins in Bob & Carol & Ted 
& Alice (1969). Even with the sexual 
revolution as the backdrop, Mazursky 
couldn't satisfy his characters when 
they cheated on each other or swapped 
spouses. Whereas Ruhl posits a new 
set of guidelines, an expansive, inclu- 
sive take on love in the 21st century. 

What keeps the story from becom- 
ing a silly sexual farce is a motif involv- 
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ing animal sacrifice. The symbolism 
recurs throughout the play without 
standing out or, more crucially, outside 
of the narrative. Ruhl uses it to sug- 
gest a painful loss. In the shift from 

a traditional nuclear family toward 
open marriage, we'd lose something 
familiar and dear to us. We'd lose our 
old ideas about what love and commit- 
ment look like. But in the meantime, 
before that new age of enlightenment 
dawns, there’s a cure for marriages — 
like George and Paul’s and Jane and 
Michael’s — that have lost their spark. 
They all have something to gain from a 
healthy dose of sexual exploration.

Mortal Man, 
Passion Over Pain

Melonie Green is tired of just 
being heard. 

“Tm over that. I think we’ve done 
that for far too long,” she says. 

Green, along with her twin sister 
Melorra Green, are the executive di- 
rectors of the African American Art 
& Culture Complex, and curators of 
Don’t Shoot: An Opus of the Opulence 
of Blackness at the Museum of African 
Diaspora, an art exhibit featuring 
photography, video, sculpture, and in- 
teractive pieces on view through March 
1. The title refers to a double meaning: 
“shooting” with weaponry or photog- 


raphy. “Don’t shoot” reminds us that 
in art, you don’t “shoot” people — you 
ask for permission when taking their 
picture, and when sharing their story. 

Don't Shoot is a way for Black artists 
to “shift the lens — pun intended — 
for us to talk about our beauty and 
legacy, and how we want to be seen,” 
Melonie Green tells SF Weekly. 

It’s also a call to action for white 
people and allies. 

“Save all the ‘I just really wish for 
the world’ and ‘I just want things to 
change, what can we do?’ Save the con- 
fusion,’ Melonie Green says. “Save the 
lip service of heartfelt stalling.” 

That’s part of the thought process 
behind Don’t Shoot’s interactive photo 


booth. Painted by Andre Jones of the 
Bay Area Mural Program and installed 
by Melorra Green, Melonie Green, 
and Aima Paule, the photo booth is a 
stretch of wall featuring a blooming 
bouquet and a golden crown declaring 
“TAM.” A sign next to the photo booth 
invites Black people to pose and take 
pictures with affirmations that read 
words like “guided and protected” or 
“beautiful” in gold script. 

For white people and allies, the 
instructions ask that you pick out “an 
action that you will take on as an ally.” 
The signs are different, reading: “I will 
give up my culturally appropriate seat 
to Black people, when in spaces for 
Black people’; “I will not touch Black

people’s art, hair, children, etc. without 
permission’; “I will be a stand for par- 
ity and equity and educate my people 
about making space for Black people.” 

“If we were to get down to business 
some people would make sure folks 
were included at the table. If we were 
to get down to business some folks 
would put their money where their 
mouth is,” Melonie Green says. “Until 
we do that, and experience that, and 
see that, all these fancy words and cute 
statements — those are dead.” 

Other works in the exhibit include 
a video installation on strippers by 
April Martin, a collection of portraits 
entitled “Mother Earth” by Bryon 
Malik, and photographs of a person 
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enwrapped in a quilt-like, multicolored 
cloth by Adrian Octavius Walker. Walk- 
er’s work is entitled “Mortal Man.” 

“If we were to see him in West Oak- 
land, downtown Oakland, downtown 
San Francisco, we might have a differ- 
ent response and idea of who he is,” 
Melonie Green says. “But placing him 
in this show with the framework of 
the opulence of Blackness, in a setting 
with other spiritual elements, creates 
him as a shaman.” 

“He could be our greatest prayer. He 
could be our greatest healer,” Melonie 
Green says. “We'd never know. It’s so 
many ways to break things open.” 

Much of Don’t Shoot is about a 
“firm, unapologetic perspective” from 
Black artists, one that Melonie Green 
says manifests in Melorra Green's 
language. 

“As Black curators, we wanted the 
space to be solely for Black people to 
inform,’ Melorra Green says. “Every- 
thing from why the show is relevant, to 
who should be who be in the show, all 
the way to the branding, and so forth.” 

The word “opulence” is key to the 
show’s theme. 

“Opulence is like this word that ex- 
udes being exquisite, and precious, and 
priceless,” Melorra Green says. “And 
so we wanted to create a space in your 
mind first about what you would be 
walking into.” 

At the start of Don’t Shoot, there’s a 
gold wall that carries the “Statement of 
Black Opulence.” “I AM the Opulence 
of Blackness,” it reads. “I am beautiful- 
ly and wonderfully made.”

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Casements Is a Ditferent Kind of Irish Bar

Casements is ready to change your 


perception of what an Irish bar in Amer- 
ica can be. 

Its owners aren't new to the game: 
Gillian Fitzgerald, Sean O’Donovan, 
and Chris Hastings have been involved 
in running nightlife in various capac- 
ities before. But Casements brings a 
different element to San Francisco’s 
bar scene. 

“We were sick of the American 
perception of Irish bars,” Fitzgerald 
said to Eater SF. “We wanted to defy 
expectations.” 

Walking into Casements is like 
meeting the lovechild of Instagram’s 
#industrialchic hashtag and millen- 
nial apartment bingo. The interior 
design of Casements is the definition 
of trendy: exposed brick, geometric 
lighting, old books, gold frames, and a 
whole ledge brimming with a mass of 
leafy plants that capture the dreamy 
lushness others could only hope to 
achieve. (These plants are fake, which

I suppose is the secret to keeping your 
plants green.) There’s a (real, non-dig- 
ital) jukebox that holds a wide variety 
of tunes, from Fleetwood Mac to Bjork. 
It’s cozy and relaxed with bar seat- 
ing and a surprising amount of tables 
neatly tucked into its small space. 
Leather bound notebooks decorate 
the tables and bar. If you’ve got a pen, 
Casements invites you to scrawl a few

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words or doodle a little while you wait 
for your drink. Flipping through its 
pages, you can see what others have 
written or drawn in the past: a Pablo 
Neruda poem, an inked rendering of 
an octopus, letters to friends. The best 
of Casements comes across in these lit- 
tle details — the diaries are a homage 
to gay Irish revolutionary and activist 
Roger Casement who was executed 

in 1916 for being a leader in Easter 
Rising, a fight for Irish independence. 
Before his execution, Casement still 
was fairly popular. But the British gov- 
ernment outed him by publishing his 
diaries, an action that cost Casement 
his followers and essentially sealed his 
fate. 

Casement’s likeness is reimagined 
in a bust behind the bar and framed 
portrait in the back of the space. This 
sharp attention to the particulars 
reflects itself in Casements’ cocktails: 
Casements is a big believer in the 
classic chef’s aphorism, “what grows 
together, goes together.” While adages 
can raise red flags, it’s clear that Case- 


ments has fine-tuned each of its cock- 
tails enough to bring the philosophy 

to its bar in the best ways. The Peas 
for Bees ($14) serves as an example: A 
pink drink with an ice cube frozen with 
green peas, the Peas for Bees contains 
pea citric acid shrub, strawberry, and 
lime along with Yola mezcal, making 
for a sweet cocktail with a little bit of 
edge. 

Other drinks of note include: the 
Ode to Orleans ($12), a boozy coffee 
slushy with Kerrygold Irish cream, 
Andytown Cold brew, maple syrup, 
Powers whiskey, and a tempting layer 
of cream sitting on top; the Samhain 
Old Fashioned ($13), where Buffalo 
Trace whiskey, grapefruit and sage 
reduction, and cardamom bitters make 
for a slightly sweeter, crowd-pleasing 
(“This is the best Old Fashioned I’ve 
ever had,” a friend said), extremely 
smooth take on the classic drink; and 
the Bitter Ex ($13), which balances 
the right amount of sherry, honey, and 
pineapple juice for a drink that leans 
into the bitterness of the Cynar with

grace. If you're not a fan of cocktails, 
Casements also carries dozens of 
whiskeys and gins, and has Guinness 
on tap. 

Before Casements had their real 
opening, the owners already knew 
exactly what they wanted it to be: a 
neighborhood bar with a real sense of 
community. This isn’t a bar that wants 
to intimidate you into awe with expen- 
sive cocktails or dramatic decor. Case- 
ments is the kind of bar that wants to 
welcome you with inventive drinks and 
a cozy atmosphere, its subtle homages 
and quirks encouraging you to think 
of your neighborhood space in a new 
light.

bakeries, like Stockton Street’s mag- 
nificent Good Mong Kok and the un- 
derappreciated Sunshine Wheat Field 
on San Bruno Avenue in the Portola. 
In between those poles, though, are 
neighborhood spots where you find the 
most adventure and the most variety. 
There may be lazy susans (or not), big 
fish tanks (or not), mismatched china 
(or not), but combing through the 

full menu before falling back on QQ 
favorites like shrimp har gow is a must 
— because what there almost certainly 
is not are pictures or descriptions. 
Don’t let your brain signal that you’re 
about to seriously over-order, bringing 
the deliberations to a premature halt. 
Read first! The fun stuff is usually in 
the latter two columns. 

At S&T Hong Kong Seafood Restau- 
rant on Noriega Street at 33rd Street, 
fried pumpkin with salt egg yolk isa 
sleeper hit. It has the texture of a fat 
sweet potato fry, with a supremely 
salty batter that imparts next to no 
crunch. Apart from that, they could be 
a variety of Cheetos that aren't avail- 
able in the U.S., all umami and starch. 
Dipping one in spicy mustard seems 
like too much at first, until you do it 
and the sinus tang takes over. It’s over- 
drive, not overkill. It’s bliss. 

Rice noodle rolls are also where S&T 
stands out. There are about a dozen, 
from the palate-cleansing bitter melon

with chicken to the purely gratifying 
barbecued pork. Even standbys like 
fried turnip cake — chili oil is always 
its best friend — arrive flecked with 
pork, making them deeper and more 
luscious than almost anywhere. 

S&T’s drawback? Its Xiao long bao, 
or Shanghai dumplings. They’re pretty 
much all wrong: too gluey, with hardly 
any broth inside, served with a wan 
sweet-and-sour sauce in lieu of black 
vinegar and garlic. If ordering two por- 
tions of XLB constitutes the backbone 
of your dim sum habit, S&T may be a 
hard sell. But the joy of dim sum, one 
of the prelapsarian small-plate cui- 
sines, is that if one dish goes kerplunk 
you have others to touch the heart. 
Amid the Hello Kitty iconography and 
the framed photos of late Mayor Ed 
Lee and other bigwigs, this restaurant 
at the very center of the Sunset may 
become the very center of your dim 
sum radar.

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Howling into the Void

Wolf Parade should not work. 
The British Columbia band — now en- 
tering its 17" year of existence — is led 
by the dichotomous duo of synth and 
keyboard player Spencer Krug and gui- 
tarist Dan Boeckner. Krug pens byzan- 
tine, twisting songs, full of opaque 
references to internal struggles and fan- 
tastical landscapes, whereas Boeckner 
revels in direct, anthemic creations, pre- 
ferring to hit listeners in the gut and 
heart with rebellious rock numbers or 
soaring dance tracks. And then there is 
drummer Arlen Thompson, the beating 
pulse of the band, who is simultaneously 
tasked with being the disciplined con- 
ductor and the maniac behind the wheel, 
often in the same song. 

So how is it that, on the eve of the 
band’s fifth full-length album, Thin 
Mind, Wolf Parade are seemingly stron- 
ger than ever? How is this unwieldy 
creation, brimming with contradic- 
tions and artistic chasms, still succeed- 
ing after all these years? 

Krug has a theory. He credits a 
spectral, pseudonymous presence for 
the enduring success of the band — an 
ephemeral answer to the superficial in- 
consistencies in the group’s dynamic.

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“We have this kind of inside joke, 
that there is another member of the 
band that is Wolf Parade,” says Krug, 
whose group will play at the Fillmore 
on Jan. 29. “There is just a certain Wolf 
Parade-ness that only happens when 
the three of us are playing together. 
There is this other thing in the room, 
and we don't know where it comes 
from or why, but it’s how we balance 
out, reach [each] other’s energy, and 
how we end up with the sound of Wolf 
Parade.” 

Mr. Wolf Parade’s assistance is 
how a band can somehow be prog and 
punk, terse and labyrinthine, political 
and apolitical. That transient force is 
how the band has defied expectations 
and maintained a cohesive, distinct 
sound, despite the host of other proj- 
ects that Krug and Boeckner have 
been involved in over the years, which 
include Sunset Rubdown, Operators, 
Handsome Furs, and the Divine Fits. 

That the band is still around is a 
blessing to many. After announcing 
themselves in 2005 with the genre-de- 
fining, indie rock masterpiece Apologies 
to the Queen Mary (a top-10 album of 
this century), Wolf Parade followed 
with two underrated gems in At Mount 
Zoomer and Expo 86, but in 2010, the 
group embarked on an indefinite hia- 





tus, sparking rumors that it would be 
breaking up. 

“There was a very real possibility 
that the band was done,” says Krug. 
“Everyone wanted to get away fora 
while because | think we instinctively 
knew our next record was going to bea 
shitty one.” 

Fortunately, Wolf Parade is geneti- 
cally immune to making shitty records, 
so when the band emerged after six 
years of inactivity, they came back with 
two dazzling albums — 2016's self-ti- 
tled EP and 2017's politically-charged 
Cry Cry Cry. The early returns on Thin 
Mind — set to be released on Jan. 

24 — indicate that the band’s peerless 
discography will remain intact. 

The group’s most recent single from 
that album is a pounding, effusive art- 
pop ditty by Krug called “Julia Take 
Your Man Home’ (Julia is a recurring 
name in Krug’s catalog, although he 
won't comment on her specifics, other 
than to say she’s a real person and her 
name has a nicely phonetic three-sylla- 
ble sound). Krug describes writing the 
song from the perspective of his “worst 
possible self,” an exercise he says is 
cathartic. 

“Against the Day,’ another single 
from the album, is the rare beast in 
the Wolf Parade catalog that features 
lead vocals from both Krug and Boeck- 
ner. Krug says the band would love 
to include more dual-vocal tracks in 
its repertoire, but he and Boeckner 
don’t write lyrics for each other, and 
their own words are usually intensely 
personal. 

“For us to both sing on the same 
song, it involves a discussion about 
lyrics that we rarely ever have, because 
lyrics are this sacred holy ground that 
are kind of untouchable by other mem- 
bers,” Krug says. 

“Against the Day” came together 
because a particular segue sounded 
perfect for his voice, which is a warbly, 
trembling instrument, according to 
Krug. Boeckner told Krug that the 
song was about two vampires walking 
around on earth, commenting on what 
the world has turned into. 

“So that was easy,’ Krug says. “I 
wrote about the point of view of one 
vampire, and Dan wrote about the 
point of view of the other.” 

Blood-sucking narratives aside, 
Krug said most of the songs on Thin 
Mind explore the limitless distractions 
brought on by a digital world, where 
the latest technological advances erode 
the appreciation for the everyday 
(hence the title reference). Although 


not a luddite (at least not now any- 
way), Krug misses the days when he 
could hole up in his home and concen- 
trate solely on the tasks at hand. 

“T didn’t have an email address until 
I was 28 and I didn’t have a phone un- 
til I was 30,” says Krug, who is now 42. 
“When I was a kid living in Montreal, 

I would just play music for hours and 
hours by myself. And now, I’m trying 
to re-learn some old songs for the tour, 
and I can’t go 30 minutes without 
embarking on some Twitter barrage. I 
need to have a few glasses of wine just 
to calm my brain down.” 

While not as overtly political as 
Cry Cry Cry — an album written while 
everything fell apart (for the first 
time) in 2016 — Thin Mind explores 
the significant disconnects between 
the digital and real world. Krug talked 
about how nothing has changed since 
the group’s last album — politicians 
are still lying, the earth is still burning, 
and children are still being locked in 
cages — despite the collective outrage 
that brews every day on Twitter. The 
void may now include millions of 
voices from the interconnected digital 
landscape, but it is still the void. The 
screams always disappear, no matter 
the level of online amplification. 

In many ways, the sonic makeup of 
the album mirrors its lyrical content. 
Following the departure of longtime 
bassist Dante DeCaro, the band is 
now a trio for the first time since their 
early days. Krug is replacing DeCaro’s 
bassline parts with the low-end keys, 
creating a more synthetic sound. 

“The album is definitely more elec- 
tronic, which I think is cool because it 
goes with the theme,” says Krug. “We 
really can’t escape technology.” 

Perhaps that’s why the band de- 
pends more than ever on their invisible 
lupine companion for guidance. If you 
cannot find solace in the Twitterverse 
and Earth isn’t doing too much for you 
either, maybe the only reprieve comes 
in the form of an imaginary creature, 
who howls away the doubts. It’s prob- 
ably not the solution for all of today’s 
problems, but it seems to be working 
damn well for making music.
